OF WHEAT 


There has been a good deal of talk 
about “parity” price of wheat. Some 
friends of this World of Wheat 
column have asked about parity 
prices of other farm products, First 
ve must understand that full parity 
.vice in Canada and _ the United 
. tates means simply the 1913-14; 
wice of the product multiplied by 
the increase that has taken place of 
the things farmers have to buy. This 
gives the full 1918-14 parity price or 
full purchasing power of the pro- 
duct, 

Then if we divide this full parity 
iato the present price, we shall have 
the present purchasing power of any 
product as compared with its sim- 
ilar purchasing power of 1913-14. 

At today’s prices wheat is 43 pez 
cent below its 1913-14 purchasing 
power or parity and at the new 9 
cent price will be 81 per cent below. 
Hogs are 14 per cent below, butcher 
steers 10 per cent below and lambs 
7 per cent above the similar 1913-14 
parily price, but the wages paid to 
vlants are 44 per cent above the 1913- 
14 parity. 

It will be observed therefore, that 
while our livestock producers are 
better of than the wheat growers, 
yet al] are receiving a much less re- 
ward relative to 1918-14 than are 
workers in industrial plants. Let no 
one make any mistake about it—our 
prairie farmers are making a valu- 
able and patriotic contribution to this 
war,

announced by Mr. H. C. Ray in charge 
of advertising and sales promotion 
for the International Harvester Com- 
pany of Canada, Limited. The scrap 
collection campaign will be conducted 
by International Harvester dealers in 
their localities and is part of a Do- 
minion-wide drive for scrap from 
‘farms by Harvester dealers in 3,000 
communities. 


The drive, Mr. Ray said, is a con-; 


tribution to the national salvage 
campaign and has received official 
sanction from Honourable J. T. 
Thorson, Minister, Department of 


National War Services. The campaign 
has ‘been undertaken by the Harvester 
Company in the belief that the 
strategic location of its farm equip- 
ment and motor truck dealers in 
farm trading centres and their ac- 
quantance with farmers provide the 
shortest cut to farm scrap collection 
on a large scale. 

The plan calls for the establish- 


ment by the dealers, of scrap collec- 
tion depots to which farmers may 
| bring all the scrap metal they can 
|find on their farms and from these 
| points the scrap will be sent as 
| quickly as possible to factories turn- 
jing out guns, tanks, and other war 
supplies. The scrap will be 
through regular salvage channels 
with remittance to each farmer for 
|the full amount his scrap brings. 
There will be no charge, no commis- 
sion, or no profit in it for the 
Harvester dealer who performs his 
service as a patriotic duty. 

“A measure of the possibilities,” 
Mr, Ray said, “is the enormous pile 
,of scrap iron and steel on the coun- 
try’s farms. The estimates run into 
jhundreds of thousands of tons. But 
unless this scrap starts to move at 
once, steel mills will have to reduce 
operations. the production of arms 
will slow down, and more lives, time, 
and money will be spent in fighting 
the war to a successful finish. 

“On practically every farm there 
is a lot of scrap iron-—scrap that is 
badly needed right now. And know- 
ing as we do that no people anywhere 
respond more readily than farmers to 
a cause of this kind, we believe the 


farmers in our territory are going to |

OTTAWA LETTER 
BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW 


The provinces of Canada have given 
up the income and corporation tax 
fields to the Dominion, In return for 
this each province was given either 
the amount each year of the tax col- 
lected in 1940 or an amount that will 
service the debts of the province less 
the amount collected in succession 
duties, Alberta chose to accept each 
year the amount received in 1940 for 
income and corporation tax, This ar- 
rangement will last for the duration 
of the war and for one year after 
that date if it is not terminated ‘be- 
fore by agreement. The province of 
Aiberta always secured good income 
from the gasoline tax, Now, on ac- 
count of the restrictions on the usu 
of gasoline this revenue will be great- 
ly reduced. ‘The Dominion will make 
up this loss by a special grant each 
year, The province will, however, suf. 
fer some loss of revenue because, for 
one thing, some people will not take 
cut car licenses or drivers licenses. 

The dominion will pay the  pro- 
vinces yearly about $85,500,000, How- 
ever, the dominion will collect in in- 
come tax, national defence tax and 
excess profit tax 347 million more | 
this year than last year. The rates 
run from 20 per cent to 92 per cent 
of the total incomes and will be 
higher this coming year. 

A storm seems to be gathering over 
the question of conscription for over- 
seas service and there may be great 
changes in the near future in the 
political life in Canada, 

The winning of the war is the great 
endeavor at the present time. Indus- 
tries have stopped the production of 
civilian goods like automobiles and 
are turning out two ships and 12 
planes and tremendous quantities of 
war material every week, There are 
200,000 Caadian soldiers as well as 
many air men and sailors on distant 
shores and on the seven seas, Can. 
adian tanks, guns and ammunition 
can be found in every field of battle 
in the world, Agriculture is turn. 
ing from the production of wheat to 
the production of much needed but- 
ter, cheese, bacon and beef. 

With all this, much thought is 
being given to the post-war re-estab- 
lishment and it is she firm determina- 
tion of the Canadian people that, a 
far as possible, no one will lose by 
going to the defense of the democra- 
cy, no one will gain by stayin at 
home and there will be no war pro- 
fits. 

Mr. Ilsley, minister of finance, 
seid: “At no time has money been 
in the drivers seat as far as Can 
ada’s war effort is concerned, Re- 
peatedly in jpublic and in private I 
have told my colleagues to go ahead 
and plan ovr war program on the 
basis of maximum effort which Can 
ada can physically accomplish and 
that I would ~ee somehow or other 
that money for the utmost contrib- 
tion would be supplied.”
